The  formal  exhibiting  is  over  for  2014  and  now  is  the  perfect  time  to  get  in  some  practice  for  the  next  FUN  show  in 
January  of  201 5.

Are  you  already  a  coin  collector  -  or  a  numismatist?  What's  the  difference?  A  collector  may  save  coins,  but  a  numisma¬ 
tist  also  studies  his/her  coins,  learning  the  history  behind  their  production;  identifies  and  catalogs  them;  and  shares  knowl¬ 
edge  and  experiences  by  writing  articles,  exhibiting  or  speaking. 

How  does  one  grow  from  being  a  coin  collector  to  a  numismatist?  One  way  is  to  join  the  ANA's  David  R.  Cervin  Ancient 
Coin  Project.  Named  in  honor  of  the  project's  founder  and  25-year  coordinator,  it  provides  a  way  for  young  collectors  to 
earn  a  series  of  quality  ancient  coins  by  writing  articles  or  school  reports,  doing  a  presentation  for  school  or  Scouts, 
exhibiting,  or  doing  other  interesting  (and  fun!)  projects.  The  Ancient  Coin  Project  Form  outlines  the  method  for  earning 
coins.  You  do  not  have  to  know  anything  about  ancient  history  or  do  your  projects  on  ancient  coins.

As  I'm  enjoying  the  last  few  cooler  days  (in  the  70’s)  in  Florida  before  we  get  into  our  hot 
summer  months,  I’m  also  digging  into  details  for  Summer  FUN  2014.  This  show  is  shap¬ 
ing  up  to  be  a  bang-up  success,  so  I  hope  you’re  making  your  plans  now  to  attend!  We 
will  be  in  Hall  WA1,  which  is  at  the  far  left  end  of  the  west  building,  directly  beside  the 
Rosen  Centre  Hotel.  There  is  a  link  on  our  website  to  help  you  make  your  lodging 
arrangements,  and  there  is  also  information  elsewhere  (pg  57)  in  this  issue  of  FUN  Topics. 


If  you  are  commuting  and  don’t  require  a  hotel  room,  please  note  that  FUN  has  nego¬ 
tiated  a  discounted  parking  rate  at  the  convention  center.  Be  sure  and  tell  them  you’re 
with  Summer  FUN  when  you  arrive.  Also,  there  is  a  parking  lot  directly  behind  the 
West  Building.  However,  it  can  be  a  long  walk  to  get  to  the  entrance  of  the  show.  Be 
sure  and  catch  the  shuttle  bus  provided  by  FUN  to  bring  you  from  the  parking  lot  to  the 
entrance.  It  will  run  in  a  continuous  loop  every  15-20  minutes.  It  will  also  return  you 
to  the  parking  lot  when  you  leave  the  show. 


I  want  to  make  you  aware  of  the  hotel  “poachers”  who  are  at  work  once  again  calling 
many  of  our  attendees,  and  especially  our  dealers.  I  don’t  know  how  they  get  your 
information,  unless  they  look  at  the  dealer  listing  on  our  website  and  do  research  to 
locate  you.  These  are  the  same  folks  who  also  call  the  ANA  attendees,  and  they  even 
tried  to  book  a  FUN  hotel  room  for  me.  They  are  usually  located  in  Las  Vegas,  and 
they  are  NOT  on  the  up-and-up.  They  ask  if  you  have  made  your  hotel  reservations 
yet,  and  then  will  ask  you  which  hotel  you  have  booked  into  and  what  your  room  rate 
is.  They  will  promise  you  cheaper  rooms  in  their  hotel  block,  but  they  do  not  have  any 
rooms.  They  may  also  ask  for  your  credit  card  number.  Please  do  not  engage  in  con¬ 
versation  with  these  people  or  give  them  any  information  about  yourself  or  your  busi¬ 
ness.  In  fact,  the  person  who  was  calling  this  spring  said  her  name  was  “Cindy”  which 
further  complicated  matters.  Stick  with  the  information  provided  to  you  directly  from 
FUN.  If  there  is  an  issue,  I  will  contact  you  directly  via  phone  or  email,  or  I  will  advise 
you  that  someone  else  will  be  contacting  you. 

Now  back  to  the  good  news  about  Summer  FUN!  We  have  some  special  guests 
attending.  Our  friends  at  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  will  teach  you  how  to  pan  for  gold 
and  give  you  a  little  vial  so  you  can  keep  your  findings!  My  theory  is  that  all  numisma¬ 
tists  love  the  thrill  of  the  hunt,  so  come  see  what  you  can  find  in  the  troughs!

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Smoky  Mountain  Quarter  Debut  Amid  Major  Snowstorm

They  say  the  third  time  is  the  charm  and  for  me  it  certainly  is.  I  was  privileged  to  be  at  the  Hot  Springs  and  Vicksburg 
Ceremonies  for  the  America  the  Beautiful  quarter  releases  and  now  I  am  attending  my  third  ceremony  for  Tennessee  and 
my  home  state.  The  quarter  will  honor  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park  and  the  area  is  one  of  my  favorites. 

I  love  snow  and  the  Smoky  Mountains  in  winter  are  beautiful.  My  friend  Marilyn  from  Atlanta  that  has  worked  for  me  at 
several  coin  shows  in  the  last  year  is  going.  I  thought  she  would  enjoy  seeing  one  of  the  quarter  ceremonies.  After  the 
quarter  ceremony  they  have  a  quarter  exchange  and  you  can  buy  up  to  $100  per  person  in  the  new  quarters.  I  must  admit 
I  wanted  an  extra  person  to  get  an  additional  $100  in  quarters.  So  does  everyone  else,  as  I  see  people  that  bring  small 
children  and  get  $100  in  quarters  for  each  child. 

I  drove  to  Atlanta  and  Marilyn  is  going  to  drive  to  Gatlinburg  where  the  quarter  ceremony  is  being  held  at  the  Mills 
Auditorium  of  the  Gatlinburg  Convention  Center.  We  left  about  9AM  amid  all  kinds  of  horror  reports  about  the  weather. 
They  were  right.  I  tried  to  call  the  Smoky  Mountain  Visitor  Center  to  check  the  conditions  before  we  left  and  could  only 
get  recordings  which  were  of  no  help.  It  is  shorter  and  more  scenic  to  go  across  the  mountains  but  not  knowing  if  the 
road  through  the  park  was  open  we  chose  to  go  up  to  Knoxville  and  down  to  Gatlinburg.  A  wise  choice  since  we  later 
heard  the  road  through  the  mountain  was  indeed  closed. 

It  started  snowing  about  10:15.  It  was  coming  down  hard  and  blowing  across  the  road  and  we  were  still  in  Georgia.  We 
planned  to  stop  at  a  local  restaurant  in  Ringgold  called  Aunt  Effie’s.  It  was  almost  a  white  out  when  we  got  off  at  the  exit. 
We  quickly  downed  meatloaf  and  fresh  vegetables  while  listening  to  the  weather  report  on  the  TV  and  then  continued.  I 
was  really  worried  about  how  much  further  we  would  get  before  the  weather  put  a  halt  to  the  trip. 

It  was  bumper  to  bumper  to  the  Tennessee  State  Line.  It  did  not  look  like  ice  on  the  road  but  when  Marilyn  had  to  brake 
we  began  to  skid.  For  a  woman  from  Georgia  who  rarely  drives  on  ice,  she  did  one  heck  of  a  job  keeping  us  from  a  wreck 
unlike  others  we  saw  previously  crashed  on  the  side  of  the  road.  About  42  miles  from  Knoxville,  the  road  seems  to  clear 
up  a  bit.  We  pass  over  a  river  and  snow  and  ice  are  on  each  bank  and  it  is  a  beautiful  sight. 

We  stop  in  Knoxville  to  clean  the  windows.  We  pass  a  favorite  restaurant,  Puleo’s  but  are  still  full  from  Aunt  Effie’s  so 
we  put  that  on  the  agenda  for  the  return  trip.  Since  Marilyn  does  not  live  in  an  area  of  frequent  cold  she  does  not  have 
wiper  fluid  with  anti  freeze  and  it  is  frozen.  We  have  to  stop  again  to  clean  the  window.  We  are  close,  only  about  30 
miles  from  Gatlinburg,  but  the  snow  is  really  coming  down. 

The  roads  are  pretty  bad  as  we  come  into  Gatlinburg  but  the  snow  on  the  trees  and  river  is  beautiful.  I  had  not  been  to 
Gatlinburg  in  20  or  more  years  but  it  had  changed  very  little.  We  made  our  way  down  the  main  street  to  our  hotel.  We 
noticed  that  due  to  the  weather  there  were  no  stores  and  few  restaurants  open.  We  then  decided  to  go  to  the  park  visitor 
center  to  check  on  the  exact  location  for  the  quarter  ceremony.  As  we  reached  the  entrance  to  the  park  the  road  was  quite 
covered  with  snow  and  ice.  Afraid  to  continue  further,  Marilyn  pulled  over  to  turn  around  and  a  snow  plough  almost  ran  us 
over!!  We  decided  to  search  for  the  convention  center  on  our  own.  We  found  it  and  right  next  to  it  was  the  Bubba  Gump 
Seafood  House  and  it  was  open.  We  decided  that  was  a  good  place  for  supper  since  neither  of  us  had  eaten  at  one.  This 
one  proved  quite  interesting  with  good  atmosphere  and  good  food.  The  crab  stuffed  shrimp  was  excellent.  We  were  seat¬ 
ed  right  on  the  road  next  to  the  flashing  observation  tower  and  could  see  the  snow  falling.  With  supper  finished  we  head¬ 
ed  back  to  the  hotel.  Our  room  overlooks  the  OberGatlingburg  Tram  and  we  watched  it  lift  off  several  times.

January  29th,  the  day  of  the  ceremony,  is  a  cold  morning.  As  we  head  out  the  car  is  covered  in  snow  and  has  to  be 
cleaned  before  we  head  to  the  ceremony.  As  we  check  out  I  comment  about  the  snow  and  the  desk  clerk  informs  me 
this  is  the  biggest  snow  Gatlinburg  has  had  in  5  years. 

The  ceremony  starts  at  10  AM  and  I  want  to  arrive  an  hour  early  to  make  sure  we  get  a  good  seat.  We  stop  at  Pancake 
Pantry  for  some  quick  breakfast  and  are  seated  right  up  front  with  a  great  view  of  the  sun  shining  on  the  snow-covered 
mountains.  We  are  talking  to  a  couple  from  Chattanooga  that  have  driven  over  for  the  ceremony.  When  we  arrive  at  the 
convention  center  there  is  no  place  to  park.  All  the  parking  lots  are  buried  in  snow!  We  are  informed  the  ceremony  has 
been  delayed  until  11  AM.  We  drive  around  looking  for  parking  and  all  the  lots  are  snow  covered.  About  a  dozen  or  so 
cars  are  also  looking  for  parking  and  we  stop  and  chat  with  several.  We  are  then  informed  by  a  Park  Ranger  that  the 
ceremony  has  now  been  postponed  until  11 :30.  I  ask  if  that  is  to  allow  dignitaries  or  people  to  arrive.  He  says  is  it  so 
more  people  can  get  to  the  ceremony.  We  finally  see  people  parking  on  the  street  in  front  of  the  convention  center  and 
decide  to  follow  their  lead.  We  get  out  and  race  inside  before  someone  tells  us  we  can’t  park  there!!!  If  we  get  a  ticket 
it  will  be  better  than  walking  a  mile  in  the  snow!!!  Finally  some  brave  soul  dares  to  enter  the  snow-covered  parking  lot 
and  others  then  follow. 


There  are  two  stone  fireplaces  in  the  lobby  and  each  has  a  roaring  fire.  There  are  about  a  dozen  people  sitting  around 
chatting  about  the  ceremony.  I  am  called  the  old  veteran  because  this  is  my  third  ceremony.  I  put  out  flyers  for  the  TSNS 
Spring  show  on  the  tables  around  the  fire.  I  see  several  people  pick  one  up  . 

The  room  for  the  ceremony  is  quite  spacious  but  the  trappings  for  the  ceremony  are  rather  bland.  At  1 0:45  there  are  about 
30  people  with  maybe  8  children.  Music  is  provided  by  Boogertown  Gap.  There  are  4  people,  a  guitar,  banjo,  fiddle  and 
a  wash  board  type  of  instrument.  They  both  play  and  sing  as  people  enter  the  room.  Many  make  pictures  in  front  of  the 
stage.  The  room  is  filling  up  and  as  time  for  the  ceremony  approaches  all  the  speakers  and  special  guests  disappear 
into  the  hall  for  probably  last  minute  instructions.  A  chair  is  added  to  the  stage  for  a  speaker  who  has  apparently  arrived. 
A  local  news  crew  sets  up.  As  the  ceremony  starts  there  are  approximately  125  people  in  the  room. 


J.  Adams,  a  local  radio  host,  is  the  Master  of  Ceremonies.  He  apologizes  that  the  school  children  and  Scout  troops  that 
were  to  do  the  Color  Presentation  and  Pledge  of  Allegiance  could  not  get  to  the  ceremony.  He  asked  us  to  rise  and  face 
the  flag  for  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  He  then  introduces  some  dignitaries  including  the  Mayor  of  Sevier  County,  City 
Manager  of  Gatlinburg,  the  current  and  past  Directors  of  the  Park  and  the  CEO  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank,  which  is 
doing  the  quarter  exchange.  A  representative  of  Governor  Haslam  read  a  proclamation  from  him. 

Kent  Cave,  a  Park  Ranger,  explained  that  there  are  100  historical  structures  of  Southern  Appalachian  Mountain 
Architecture  in  the  park.  A  slide  presentation  of  them  has  been  playing  off  to  the  right  of  the  stage  for  the  last  hour. 

He  also  told  us  the  ceremonial  quarter  pour  was  to  be  in  an  old  wooden  dough  bowl.  Dough  bowls  were  used  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  to  mix  and  store  dough.  They  are  usually  carved  from  a  single  piece  of  Buckeye  wood  because  it  did  not  crack.  We 
were  also  reminded  of  the  sacrifices  of  the  people  that  lived  on  the  land  that  is  now  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  Park. 


Another  Ranger  (whose  name  I  missed)  told  us  about  coins  in  the  Smoky  Mountains.  He  spoke  of  the  log  companies  in 
the  1920’s  and  how  they  paid  in  tokens  called  script  that  had  to  be  used  in  the  company  store.  He  then  said  there  would 
be  an  additional  program  about  Smoky  Mountain  money  at  the  park  visitor  center  at  1 :30  and  again  at  2:30. 


Associate  Director  of  Manufacturing  at  the  US  Mint,  David  Croft,  talked  about  the  elements  of  the  quarter  design.  There 
is  a  log  cabin,  split  rail  fence,  lush  forest  and  a  hawk  in  the  sky.  He  said  the  mint  worked  with  the  park  to  choose  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  area.

A  plaque  of  the  first  struck  quarter  was  presented  to  Pedro  Ramos,  the  Park  Superintendent.  And  then  he  and  David 
Croft  did  the  symbolic  quarter  pour.  Each  poured  a  bag  of  the  quarters  (one  bag  P  mint  and  one  bag  D  mint  )  into  the 
bowl. 

Kids  in  attendance  were  asked  to  come  up  to  the  front  and  each  received  a  free  Smoky  Mountain  quarter.  It  was 
announced  that  two  places  had  been  set  up  in  the  lobby  for  the  quarter  exchange  and  that  each  person  could  buy  up  to 
$100  in  quarters.  We  were  all  off  to  get  our  quarters.  The  tellers  from  the  Citizens  National  Bank  had  10  rolls  in  cute 
little  bags  ready  to  give  people.  A  very  unique  idea.  Marilyn  and  I  each  got  10  rolls.  She  took  some  to  the  car  and  I  got 
in  line  at  the  second  place  to  get  more.  We  left  with  a  total  of  60  rolls.  Many  left  with  $500  boxes  due  to  the  fact  that 
most  people  never  made  it  to  the  ceremony  and  there  were  plenty. 

We  left  and  headed  back  toward  Knoxville.  We  stopped  at  some  antique  malls  on  the  way  and  stopped  at  La  Carreta,  a 
Mexican  Restaurant  for  lunch.  Then  as  we  were  going  down  the  road  I  spotted  my  friend,  George  Decker’s  Coin  Shop.

Sad  to  say,  I  did  not  expect  a  lot  from  the  ceremony  as  I  had  been  to  the  Tennessee  State  Quarter  Ceremony  in  Nashville 
in  2002.  Tennessee  does  not  seem  to  know  how  to  do  things  with  a  flair.  They  could  really  take  some  lessons  from  the 
Vicksburg  and  Hot  Springs  ceremony.  Both  were  a  lot  more  impressive  and  flashy  than  Tennessee. 

However,  the  weather  will  put  the  release  of  the  Smoky  Mountain  Quarter  down  as  a  very  memorable  event  and  one  I 
was  extremely  thankful  to  make  it  to!!!

2013  she  joined  the  “ coin  show  circuit”,  traveling  to  coin  shows  near  and  far,  and  has  been  writing  about  her 
experiences  on  her  site  LifeAtTheCoinShop.com  ever  since.  The  following  is  an  account  of  all  the  wonderful, 
humorous,  and  strange  things  that  happened  at  the  2014  January  FUN  show,  as  seen  through  her  eyes. 

Mere  days  after  we  got  back  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area’s  Concord  Coin  Show,  we  were  up  at 
the  crack  of  dawn  once  again  to  head  across  the  country  to  the  FUN  (Florida  United  Numismatists) 
show!  One  of  (if  not  the)  biggest  coin  shows  in  the  country,  the  winter  2014  show  was  my  first  FUN 
show,  and  I  couldn’t've  been  more  excited  to  go! 

We  got  to  LAX  on  Tuesday  with  plenty  of  time  to  spare,  and  a  few  giant  cups  of  coffee  later,  it  was  time  to  board  the  plane. 
Working  our  way  back  into  the  bowels  of  the  tin  can  that  is  to  be  our  home  for  the  next  five-and-a-half  hours,  I  finally  arrive 
at  my  seat  only  to  find  someone  already  in  it.  “Do  you  want  to  trade  seats?”  he  asks.  I’m  about  to  automatically  say  “No, 
thank  you,”  when  he  holds  up  his  boarding  pass.  “It’s  first  class  ...  I  couldn’t  get  another  upgrade  for  my  son.”  So,  I  did 
what  any  sane  person  would  do:  I  snatched  it  out  of  his  hand  and  ran  back  up  to  the  front  as  fast  as  I  could. 

When  I  say  “ran”  I  really  mean  “floundered  up  the  one-way  stream  of  traffic  as  best  I  could.”  I’m  sure  that  I  should  have 
given  the  first  class  ride  to  either  Mai  Varner  or  Shelley  Rodriguez  (our  two  senior  numismatists  on  the  trip),  but  hey  — 
a  girl  deserves  a  break  once  in  a  while! 

Eventually  we  find  ourselves  in  lovely  Orlando,  and  after  checking  into  the  Rosen  Center  Hotel  we  decided  to  get  a  bite 
to  eat  at  one  of  Mai  and  Shelley’s  favorite  haunts,  FishBone.  I  had  never  even  heard  of  stone  crab  before,  but  apparent¬ 
ly  they’re  a  pretty  big  deal  in  Florida.  As  a  lover  of  crab  and  seafood,  my  Uncle  Mai  insisted  that  I  must  try  some  on  my 
first  night  on  the  east  coast  since  I  was  a  small  child.  It  was  delicious. 

Dealer  setup  day  dawned  bright  and  early,  and  it’s  always  a  strange  mix  of  laid-back  and  out-of-control  busy:  while  some 
people  are  taking  their  time  to  get  into  the  swing  of  things  and  shooting  the  breeze  with  old  friends,  others  are  rushing 
from  table  to  table  to  try  to  find  “the  best  coins”  before  someone  else  buys  them  up.  Thanks  to  the  latter  sort,  the  setup 
day  will  often  end  up  being  our  single  best  day  for  sales. 

About  an  hour  before  setup  is  to  begin,  we  get  a  phone  call:  our  Brinks  flight  is  still  in  California,  and  it  won’t  arrive  until 
10pm.  When  considering  things  that  are  completely  out  of  your  control,  think  “the  weather”  and  “on  time  flights”,  then 
combine  them  into  the  most  helpless  phone  call  ever.  With  nothing  to  be  done  about  it,  we  strolled  up  to  the  convention 
center  floor  without  a  single  coin  to  our  names. 

It  only  took  me  about  10  minutes  to  set  up  the  computer  and  printer,  and  to  get  all  of  our  paperwork  ready  to  go;  after 
that,  we  didn’t  have  one  thing  we  could  do.  I  joked  about  sprinkling  pocket  change  into  our  cases,  just  so  they  wouldn’t 
look  quite  as  sad  and  pathetic.  Nonetheless,  we  stayed  for  most  of  setup  day  before  leaving  early. 

I  had  dinner  by  myself  at  the  hotel’s  Tapas  &  Tequila  bar,  where  I  had  neither  tapas  nor  tequila,  but  pork  sliders  and  rum. 
It  was  a  rather  uneventful  night,  and  I  think  we  were  all  anxious  to  turn  in  and  get  up  early  to  hit  the  second  day  of  the 
show  with  our  coins  actually  available  to  us! 

Early  the  next  morning,  we’re  grabbing  coffee  and  getting  ready  to  head  over  to  the  show  at  8:15am  when  we  get  a  call 
telling  us  that  there’s  already  a  line  of  dealers  camped  out  at  our  table  waiting  to  get  the  first  shot  at  our  coins.  We  were 
letting  dealers  just  go  through  boxes  of  coins,  and  it  didn’t  really  slow  down  enough  to  the  point  where  we  could  start  put¬ 
ting  coins  into  the  cases  for  several  hours. 

We  went  to  a  nice  dinner  at  Charlie’s  with  Larry  Hanks,  Ken  Alterman,  and  Mike  Stroime  who  I  hadn’t  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  before.  It  turns  out  he’s  a  crazy-hardcore  rock  climber  with  some  absolutely  fascinating  and  terrifying  stories. 
It's  okay  though,  don't  worry  —  he’s  only  come  pretty  close  to  dying  a  couple  times. 

That  evening  after  dinner,  I  made  my  way  to  the  hotel’s  bar  where  I  met  up  with  a  few  friends,  and  we  commenced  with 
the  day's  recaps.  We  fled  to  the  back  patio  where  it  was  far  less  crowded,  eventually  being  joined  by  Preston  from  US 
Coins  and  his  gregarious  and  hilarious  coworker  Crystal,  and  Amandeep  from  Stack’s  Bowers.  It  was  a  fun  night,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  things  I  like  most  about  the  shows:  I’ve  seen  Preston  dozens  of  times  in  passing,  but  never  had  the 
opportunity  to  just  sit  and  talk  and  get  to  know  him  before.  It’s  always  such  a  pleasure  to  get  to  know  people  outside  of 
their  specific  business  role,  title,  or  company  position!

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Medals  Struck  from  Cancelled  Dies  from  the  1995-1996 
United  States  Olympic  Coin  Series  and  the  History  and 
Mintages  of  the  U.  S.  Olympic  Dies  Offered  to  the  Public

Eighteen  years  after  the  United  States  Mint  offered  retired  cancelled  dies  from 
the  1995-1996  Olympic  commemoratives  series  for  sale  to  the  public,  a  pri¬ 
vate  mint,  the  Regency  Mint  in  Orem,  Utah,  produced  a  commemorative 
medal  set  They  utilized  a  die  from  the  1995  Track  and  Field  proof  Dollar  die 
along  with  their  own  medal  design,  for  a  limited  offering  of  a  hundred  serially 
numbered  three  medal  sets.  This  limited  offering  ultimately  ended  up  as  an 
even  more  limited  offering  when  the  United  States  Olympic  Committee  threat¬ 
ened  legal  action,  and  the  special  medals  struck  using  the  cancelled  die  were 
removed  from  sale.  This  article  will  examine  this  interesting  and  rare  medal 
offering,  as  well  as  the  cancelled  dies,  as  offered  by  the  United  States  Mint 
from  the  1995-1996  Olympic  proof  dollar  dies  and  the  “circulation”  and  proof 
dies  from  the  Five  Dollar  Gold  coin  dies. 

In  2013,  the  Regency  Mint  in  Orem,  Utah,  secured  a  cancelled  obverse  die  for 
a  United  States  Olympic  commemorative  dollar  coin  die  from  the  1995-1996  Olympics,  and  for  a  short  period  of  time,  they 
minted  medals  utilizing  the  die  along  with  a  special  design  for  the  reverse  side.  Originally,  the  plan  was  to  issue  and  sell  100 
serially  numbered  three-medal  sets.  These  sets  were  marketed  by  a  subsidiary,  Quality  Silver  Bullion,  for  a  short  period  of 
time.  The  original  offering  was  to  be  100  three-piece  sets,  each  individually  numbered  from  1  to  100.  Within  several  weeks 
of  the  medals  being  advertised  via  a  story  in  Coin  World,  however,  the  United  States  Olympic  Committee  threatened  legal 
action  because  the  dies  depicted  the  logo  of  the  USOC.  An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  USOC,  and  Quality  Bullion  Inc. 
ceased  sale  of  the  three-medal  sets.  Thus,  the  promotion  ultimately  ended  with  less  than  fifty  of  the  sets  being  sold. 

The  medals  where  minted  and  offered  for  sale  in  a  three-piece,  limited  edition  set.  The  medals  are  all  38.8  mm  in  diame¬ 
ter,  and  consisted  of  a  one-ounce  silver  version,  and  two-ringed  bimetallic  pieces  each  bearing  a  30  mm,  half-ounce  .999 
fine  silver  core  within  an  outer  ring  made  of  either  brass  or  copper.  The  medals  have  a  proof-like  finish  and  are  individual¬ 
ly  serially  numbered.  The  three-piece  sets  sold  for  $105,  ($111.00  with  shipping).  The  customer  was  allowed  to  choose 
from  available  serial  numbers,  so  a  higher  serial  number  doesn't  necessarily  represent  the  number  of  sets  sold,  as  the  sets 
were  not  sold  sequentially.  When  Quality  Silver  Bullion  ceased  sales  of  the  sets,  less  than  50  had  been  sold.  I  was  fortu¬ 
nate  to  secure  a  set,  serially  numbered  “76”  after  the  American  year  of  Independence.  After  the  agreement  to  cease  sales 
of  the  medal  sets.  Quality  Silver  Bullion  put  the  1995-P  Olympic  track  and  field  die,  along  with  a  proof  example  of  the  com¬ 
memorative  dollar,  on  eBay.  The  sale,  which  ended  on  November  24,  2013,  netted  $850.01 .  The  “Quality  Mint  reverse  die,” 
defaced  with  several  gashes  across  the  design,  sold  on  the  same  day  on  eBay  for  $415.01,  along  with  a  unique  nickel 
uniface  strike  of  the  medal  design  struck  from  the  defaced  die.  The  original  plan  was  to  include  the  set  serially  numbered 
“1”  with  the  sales  of  the  cancelled  dies.  The  agreement  with  the  USOC  precluded  this  set  from  being  offered  for  sale. 

What  makes  the  Quality  Mint  Inc.  offering  interesting  is  that  it  marks  the  only  time  the  cancelled  United  States  Olympic  coin 
dies  were  so  utilized.  Indeed,  when  the  dies  were  originally  sold  in  1997,  one  of  the  “fears”  expressed  was  that  the  dies 
would  be  used  in  an  attempt  to  make  either  fake  coins  or  fake  errors,  or  medal  restrikes  like  the  Quality  Mint  offering. 

The  U.S.  Olympic  Coin  Dies 

The  coins  and  coin  dies  in  the  collection  are  unique  for  several  reasons.  First  of  all,  the  coins  struck  for  the  1996  Olympic 
Games  constituted  the  largest  (in  sheer  number  of  types)  of  any  United  States  Commemorative  coin  offering  in  United 
States  history.  It  also  marked  the  first  and  only  time  tine  Mint  would  officially  sell  cancelled  coin  dies  featuring  any  design 
detail  Each  die  was  canceled  with  a  simple  "X"  perfectly  centered  in  the  middle  of  the  die  and  radiating  outward  to  the 
edge  of  the  die.  The  dies  were  sold  in  very  small  quantities,  with  no  choice  of  design  or  denomination.  Today,  these  dies 
are  relatively  difficult  to  find  in  the  numismatic  marketplace. 

The  entire  collection  of  Dollar  dies  consists  of  four  obverse  dies  for  1995  and  four  obverse  dies  for  1996,  along  with  one 
common  reverse  die  used  in  1995  and  one  used  in  1996,  for  a  total  collection  of  ten  dies.  According  to  my  records,  I  pur¬ 
chased  the  first  die  (featuring  a  female  tennis  player)  at  a  local  metro  Detroit  coin  show  in  November  1997,  shortly  after 
the  Mint  publicly  offered  the  dies.  Perhaps  reflective  of  the  increased  impact  of  the  Internet,  the  last  die  I  obtained,  for  the 
1996  Wheelchair  dollar,  was  obtained  in  an  eBay  auction  over  the  Thanksgiving  Holiday  in  2007.  The  Wheelchair  Dollar 
die  is  the  scarcest  of  the  Dollar  dies,  with  only  135  sold.  Because  I  like  to  have  the  coins  that  were  made  by  the  dies,  my 
collection  also  includes  eight  proof  commemorative  silver  dollars,  representing  the  eight  type  coins  that  make  up  the  set. 

I  have  two  extra  coins  from  1995  and  1996  so  that  when  I  exhibit  this  collection  I  can  show  the  common  reverse  designs

The  Five  Dollar  die  collection  consists  of  two  reverse  designs  and  four 
obverse  designs,  for  a  total  of  six  dies.  Unlike  the  dollar  dies,  the  mint  sold 
dies  used  for  the  uncirculated  coins  and  the  proof  coins,  so  a  complete  set 
would  consist  of  twelve  dies  -  representing  six  different  design  types.  The  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  proof  dies  and  the  uncirculated  dies  is  quite  simple.  The 
proof  dies  are  chrome  plated.  The  dies,  like  the  coins  they  strike,  exhibit  fields 
with  a  highly  reflective  mirror  finish.  The  design  element  of  the  die  has  a  matte 
finish.  In  contrast,  the  uncirculated  dies  exhibit  a  flat  steel  grey  color,  and  the 
surfaces,  while  smooth,  exhibit  a  dull,  almost  granular  surface,  with  little  con¬ 
trast  with  the  design  elements  of  the  die. 

From  a  collector  standpoint,  the  limited  nature  of  the  offering,  plus  the  relatively  scant  attention  paid  to  the  series  in 
numismatic  publications,  has  largely  relegated  this  series  to  the  backwaters  of  serious  collector  attention.  In  1997,  both 
Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News  reported  on  the  dies,  including  charts  with  the  actual  numbers  produced  and  sold  after 
the  Mint  had  exhausted  its  very  limited  supply.  Since  that  initial  1997  publication,  there  have  only  been  a  small  number 
of  articles  published  in  various  numismatic  publications  pertaining  to  the  dies,  but  no  reference  books  until  the  publica¬ 
tion  in  June  2012  of  Anthony  Swiatek's  excellent  book,  Encyclopedia  of  the  Commemorative  Coins  of  the  United  States. 
Unfortunately,  the  well-written  Swiatek  book  does  not  include  a  complete  listing  of  the  dies  of  each  type  sold  (as  includ¬ 
ed  in  this  article).  The  book  does  provide  a  good  account  of  the  dies  and  of  their  unique  issuance.  Interestingly,  the  book 
does  repeat  a  claim  originally  appearing  in  a  2005  article  that  Swiatek  co-authored  for  the  recently  defunk 
"Commemorative  Trail,"  the  journal  of  the  Society  of  United  States  Commemorative  Coins,  that  Swiatek  had  examined  a 
"1996-P  uncirculated  or  business  strike"  reverse  Dollar  die.  It  is  an  important  claim,  since  the  U.S.  mint  only  sold  the  dol¬ 
lar  dies  from  proof  coin  production.  Swiatek  suggests  that  the  existence  of  this  piece,  which  is  not  documented  in  the 
Mint's  reports  and  was  not  officially  offered,  may  need  to  result  in  a  revision  of  the  generally  accepted  total  number  of 
dies  produced. 

There  are  no  photos  of  the  1996-P  business  strike  die  that  Swiatek  mentions  in  his  book.  Without  having  the  die  to 
inspect,  or  re-inspect,  the  more  likely  explanation  is  that  the  so-called  business  strike  reverse  die  mentioned  by  Swiatek 
is  either  a  die  that  was  erroneously  not  re-processed  (as  all  the  cancelled  proof  dies  sold  were  known  to  be  before  sale) 
or  a  proof  die  which  was  altered  to  remove  the  highly  reflective  chrome  plating  after  it  left  the  mint.  Indeed,  there  is  no 
other  plausible  explanation.  In  1996  the  design  for  the  reverse  of  all  four  Olympic  dollars  (paired  with  a  different  obverse 
design)  was  identical.  It  depicts  the  Centennial  Olympics  logo  of  the  Atlanta  Olympics  on  the  left,  with  "E  Pluribus  Unum" 
and  "Atlanta  1996  Centennial  Olympic  Games"  at  the  right.  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA"  arcs  above,  with  "ONE 
DOLLAR"  below.  The  Mint  mark  is  above  the  "E"  of  "ONE." 

All  of  the  business  strike  coins  were  struck  at  the  Denver  mint  and  had  the  "D"  for  Denver  on  the  reverse.  All  of  the  proof 
1996  Olympic  dollars  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  had  the  "P"  mintmark.  Thus,  the  1996-P  "business  strike" 
die  observed  by  Swiatek  should  have  been  a  Denver  example  -  with  a  "D"  mintmark  and  not  a  "P"  mintmark,  which  was 
reserved  solely  for  the  proof  mintage.  Thus  the  reported  "P"  business  strike  dollar  die  is  most  likely  either  an  altered  proof 
die,  or  a  proof  die  that  was  sold  without  properly  being  re-possessed. 

The  entire  1995-1996  Olympic  coin  program  was  seen  as  overly  ambitious.  Although  dwarfed  by  the  recent  2012  London 
Olympic  standards,  it  is  by  far  the  largest  non-circulating  commemorative  coin  program  issued  by  the  United  States. 

The  1995-1996  United  States  Olympic  coin  program  consisted  of  four  different  half  dollar  coins,  eight  silver  dollar  coins 
and  four  five  dollar  gold  coins  being  struck  in  both  uncirculated  and  proof  for  a  total  of  16  different  design  types  and  32 
coins  (16  proof  and  16  uncirculated)  needed  for  a  complete  set.  The  silver  dollars  were  struck  in  90  percent  silver,  10 
percent  copper.  They  consist  of  0.76  fine  troy  ounce,  26.73  grams  and  measure  38.1  mm.  The  gold  coins  were  denom¬ 
inated  as  Five  Dollars,  and  were  struck  in  .900  gold,  .100  copper,  weigh  8.359  grams  and  measure  21.6  mm  with  a  net 
weight  of  .24187  oz.  pure  gold.  The  Half  Dollar  coins  were  struck  in  copper  nickel,  being  the  same  size  and  composi¬ 
tion  of  the  current  Kennedy  Half  Dollar  struck  for  circulation. 

The  program  was  overly  ambitious,  especially  in  a  time  in  which  multiple  other  coin  programs  were  being  offered 
Collectors  active  at  the  time  may  remember  that  a  number  of  coin  clubs  actually  adopted  resolutions,  led  by  Michigan 
collector  and  author  William  Swoger,  urging  a  boycott  of  Mint  products  because  of  a  widespread  perception  in  the  numis 
matic  community  that  the  Mint  (and  specifically  Congress)  was  fleecing  coin  collectors  with  too  many  commemorative 
programs. 
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Coin  sales  for  the  Atlanta  Olympic  Games  proved  to  be  disappointing,  with  some  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures  for  "mod¬ 
ern  U.S.  Commemoratives"  being  posted  for  the  1995-1996  Olympic  issues.  Collectors  looking  at  retail  prices  today  for 
the  1995-1996  Olympic  coins  will  note  the  resulting  scarcity  reflected  in  higher  prices  for  many  of  these  issues. 

The  disappointing  sales  of  the  1995-1996  coins  resulted  in  Mint  policy  makers  "thinking  outside  the  box."  In  the  summer 
of  1997,  while  attending  the  American  Numismatic  Association  convention  in  New  York  City,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  talk 
to  several  members  of  the  Mint's  marketing  department,  who  broached  the  subject  of  selling  the  canceled  dies.  I  remem¬ 
ber  them  showing  me  a  canceled  die,  and  asking  me  that  if  it  were  to  be  offered  for  sale  for  $50  by  the  Mint  whether  it 
was  something  I  would  be  interested  in  purchasing.  My  answer  was  an  unequivocal  yes!  I  subsequently  learned  that  the 
Mint  approached  a  number  of  other  collectors  and  dealers  with  a  similar  inquiry. 

Thus,  later  in  the  year,  the  United  States  Mint  took  an  unprecedented  and  controversial  step  in  offering  for  sale  to  the 
general  public,  coin  dies  used  in  the  minting  of  the  proof  silver  dollars  and  the  proof  and  business  strike  five  dollar  coins. 
No  Half  Dollar  dies  were  offered  for  sale,  apparently  because  the  Half  Dollar  was  still  being  struck  for  circulation  and  the 
Mint  had  concerns  about  publicly  dispersing  coin  dies  for  a  circulating  denomination.  The  offer  generated  some  contro¬ 
versy,  as  many  speculated  that  the  dies,  which  retained  most  of  their  detail,  could  be  used  to  strike  "error"  coins,  such  as 
struck-through  fragments,  and  flood  the  market  with  spurious  error  coins.  This  concern,  while  valid,  appears  not  to  have 
been  a  problem  in  the  years  since  the  sale  of  the  dies,  possibly  because  of  the  relatively  high  prices  these  dies  bring  on 
the  secondary  market.  A  prudent  collector,  however,  would  be  wise  to  be  extremely  wary  of  any  offering  of  1995-1996 
Olympic  Dollar  or  Five  Dollar  coin  errors,  as  a  means  to  produce  these  errors  outside  of  official  channels  exists. 

Before  selling  the  dies,  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint  took  the  precaution  of  cancelling  each  die.  This  was  accomplished  by  can¬ 
celling  each  die  with  an  etching  of  a  large  X  from  the  center  of  the  die  across  the  surface  of  the  die,  satisfying  the  Treasury 
Department’s  concern  against  unofficial  restrikes.  For  the  proof  dies,  once  the  die  was  removed  from  service  the  chrome 
plating  was  retouched,  re-chromed  and  protected  in  anti-tarnish  oil.  Thus,  the  dies  sold  to  collectors  show  little,  if  any, 
evidence  of  why  they  were  removed  from  service. 

Only  the  dies  from  the  Dollar  and  Five  Dollar  denominations  were  offered  for  sale,  with  dies  used  only  in  proof  production  being 
offered  on  the  Dollar  dies.  All  contained  engraved  serial  numbers  on  the  die  shaft,  and  were  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of 
authenticity  that  contained  information  about  the  die:  serial  number,  service  dates,  number  of  strikes,  and  reason  for  retirement. 
The  packaging  was  rather  simple.  It  arrived  in  a  priority  mail  box,  along  with  a  foam  insert,  the  cancelled  die  enclosed  in  a  black 
velvet  pouch  with  a  black  drawstring.  The  die  surface  was  protected  with  a  snug  but  removable  black  plastic  cap. 

A  vast  majority  of  the  Olympic  dies  sold  by  the  Mint  were  taken  out  of  service  because  of  what  the  Mint  identified  as  "star- 
burst."  "The  starburst  effect  is  so  named  because  it  looks  like  a  starburst  gemstone,"  according  to  George  E.  Hunter, 
then  assistant  U.S.  Mint  director  for  process  and  quality  control,  in  a  1997  Coin  World  interview.  "Its  design  is  radial, 
though  not  perfectly  radial,  and  occurs  in  the  direction  of  the  metal  flow."  The  starburst  effect  is  caused  by  abrasive  par¬ 
ticles  that  build  up  and  then  etch  the  die  as  they  are  carried  outward  from  a  central  point  in  the  direction  of  metal  flow 
during  successive  strikes.  It  was  the  primary  reason  for  removing  most  of  the  dies  used  to  strike  proofs,  and  among  the 
Olympic  dies  sold  to  collectors,  was  the  reason  over  two-thirds  of  the  dies  were  taken  out  of  service. 

The  next  common  reason  the  dies  were  retired  was  due  to  the  change  in  the  calendar  year,  simply  described  as  "date  change," 
on  the  Mint's  certificate  of  authenticity.  A  review  of  Mint  records  obtained  via  a  Freedom  of  Information  Request  includes  other 
brief  word  descriptions  of  why  the  dies  were  removed  from  service.  The  remainder  includes:  operator  overpolished,  scratched, 
reeded,  cracked,  damaged,  spread,  worn,  and  "come  together,"  the  later  appar¬ 
ently  referring  to  "clashed  dies." 

The  dies  were  offered  to  customers  on  the  United  States  Mint  mailing  list  for 
$49.00,  with  no  choice  as  to  design  or  denomination  and  orders  were  random¬ 
ly  filled.  The  entire  issue  of  2,833  dies  sold  out  within  eight  days.  The  Mint 
retroactively  limited  each  buyer  to  one  cancelled  die,  and  many  orders  were 
declined.  At  a  time  when  a  scarce  Mint  issue  might  run  in  the  hundreds  of 
thousands,  these  dies  represent  a  contemporary  mint  offering  that  ran  in  the 
hundreds,  with  some  offerings  constituting  slightly  more  than  a  handful.  This 
was  the  only  time  that  the  United  States  Mint  has  purposely  sold  any  U.S. 
coinage  dies  with  any  detail  remaining. 
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Unfortunately,  I  was  one  of  the  mint  customers  whose  order  for  one  of  the  dies  was  declined.  I  was  fortunate,  however, 
to  buy  the  1996-P  Tennis  Dollar  obverse  die  at  a  suburban  Detroit  area  local  coin  show  in  December  1997,  paying  $90.00 
for  the  die,  original  paperwork  and  box.  Intrigued  by  this  acquisition,  I  began  my  own  quest  to  acquire  these  scarce  dies 
through  "wanted"  advertisements  placed  in  Numismatic  News  and  Coin  World.  It  took  me  approximately  two  years  to 
acquire  the  matching  1996  reverse  for  the  Tennis  Dollar  die,  accomplishing  my  earliest  goal  of  having  a  matched  pair  for 
competitive  exhibiting  purposes.  Once  I  acquired  that  die,  I  expanded  my  collecting  pursuit  to  acquire  the  complete  Dollar 
die  collection.  Perhaps  as  a  numismatic  equivalent  of  "mission  creep"  I  started  acquiring  all  the  dies,  Dollar  and  Five 
Dollar,  through  a  variety  of  different  venues.  For  example,  in  the  summer  of  2001,  I  acquired  the  1995-P  Track  &  Field 
while  visiting  the  Chicago  coin  store  of  Harlan  Berk  (where  it  was  being  used  as  a  paper-weight!).  Five,  including  both 
reverse  Dollar  dies,  were  purchased  through  other  collectors  utilizing  a  free  advertisement  in  Numismatic  News,  which  I 
took  out  for  roughly  eight  years  weekly.  I  only  found  two  at  coin  shows,  with  noted  error  coin  dealer  Fred  Weinberg  being 
the  source  of  several  dies  at  the  ANA  summer  show  in  Wisconsin,  as  well  as  several  through  his  on-line  catalog.  The 
remainder  and  the  majority  of  the  remaining  dies  were  purchased  on  eBay.  Since  the  dies  were  so  infrequently  offered. 

I  couldn't  resist  picking  up  a  couple  of  duplicates,  which  I  originally  planned  to  trade  for  other  needed  dies,  but  I  never 
found  anyone  to  trade  with!  All  in  all,  it  was  a  fun  and  very  challenging  quest. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  number  of  dies  sold  of  each  type.  As  one  can  see,  all  the  dies  are  relatively  scarce, 
especially  when  you  consider  that  these  were  sold  via  the  United  States  Mint's  reportedly  2  million  plus  collector  list.  All 
of  the  Dollar  dies  are  more  common  than  any  of  the  Five  Dollar  dies.  The  die  with  the  largest  number  sold,  for  the  com¬ 
mon  reverse  for  the  four  different  dollars  that  composed  the  1996  Olympic  Dollar,  was  for  only  632  dies.  The  scarcest 
Dollar  die  sold  is  the  1996-P  Wheelchair  Dollar  with  135  sold,  and  the  over-all  scarcest  die  available  is  from  the  1995 
Torch  Bearer  proof  Five  Dollar  coin,  which  Mint  records  indicate  only  8  were  sold.  The  most  common  Five  Dollar  die  is 
the  1996  Proof  reverse  die,  with  only  78  sold. 

Thus,  as  the  Mint  records  and  accompanying  chart  indicate,  all  of  the  Five  Dollar  denomination  dies  are  scarcer  than  the  Dollar 
dies.  Strangely  enough,  when  encountered  on  the  secondary  market,  the  price  differential  is  not  that  great,  especially  consid¬ 
ering  the  difference  in  the  quantities  produced.  One  possible  reason  is  that  many  collectors  find  the  larger  proof  surface  Dollar 
dies  more  attractive  than  the  smaller  Five  Dollar  dies.  In  addition,  the  dies  used  for  the  uncirculated  Five  Dollar  dies  have  a 
dull,  almost  grainy  appearance,  in  contrast  to  the  brilliant  shiny  dies  (chrome  plated)  used  for  the  proof  coin  production.  I  also 
suspect  that  more  individuals  prefer  the  commemorative  silver  dollars  over  the  much  pricier  five  dollar  gold  coins,  and  the  urge 
to  have  the  dollar  dies  to  accompany  the  more  commonly  collected  coins  is  thus  greater  as  well. 

In  either  event,  the  dies  have  seen  some  significant  price  appreciation  over  the  years.  If  you  were  lucky  to  have  pur¬ 
chased  an  Olympic  die  directly  from  the  Mint,  your  modest  $49.00  investment  is  now  worth  somewhere  in  the  $600  - 
$1500  range,  depending  on  the  die  type.  It  is  a  thin  market.  There  were  too  few  dies  produced,  which  make  a  big  deal¬ 
er  promotion  difficult,  thus  the  collector  base  is  naturally  more  limited.  Another  factor  is  that  until  the  aforementioned 
Swiatek  book,  there  were  no  reference  books  that  even  mention  the  series.  Even  with  the  Swiatek  book's  publication, 
there  still  are  no  reference  guides  that  list  the  dies  or  the  number  produced,  thus  many  collectors  and  dealers  don't  know 
of  the  availability  of  dies  or  the  relative  rarity  of  each.  Lastly,  because  the  Mint  sold  the  dies  to  its  vast  collector  list,  and 
limited  buyers  to  one  die  each,  a  number  of  dies  probably  sit  quietly  in  collections  and  accumulations  of  more  causal  col¬ 
lectors.  It  has  been  my  experience  that  many  collectors  that  own  these  scarce  dies  have  no  idea  of  the  rarity,  and  often 
when  they  are  sold  they  go  to  dealers  who  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of  these  dies  -  often  to  the  detriment  of  the  collec¬ 
tor  who  is  selling  the  material.  Online  auction  sites  like  eBay  seem  to  be  the  primary  market  for  these  scarce  pieces, 
although  some  dealers,  especially  those  that  specialize  in  error  coins,  often  are  ready  buyers  for  this  material. 

Other  More  Recent  Mint  Coin  Die  Promotions 

It  is  a  near  certainty  that  the  United  States  Mint  will  never  sell  dies  with  as  much  detail  ever  again.  Indeed,  the  decision 
to  sell  cancelled  dies  from  the  1995-1996  Olympic  commemoratives  was  a  unique  occurrence,  not  only  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States  Mint,  but  for  other  national  mints  as  well.  This  may  be  because  of  concerns  relating  to  counterfeiting, 
especially  for  the  creation  of  spurious  error  coins.  For  example,  even  the  cancelled  dies  could  have  been  used  to  pro¬ 
duce  error  coins,  such  as  stuck  thru  fragment  errors,  which  would  not  technically  be  errors  but  having  been  struck  on 
genuine  dies  would  have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  discern.

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Since  the  initial  Mint  offering  of  the  X-cancelled  Olympic  commemorative  coin  dies,  the  Mint  has  sold  cancelled  dies  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  circulating  coins,  including  those  from  the  50  State  Quarter  Program.  These  offerings  were  attractively  packaged  in  a  card¬ 
board  felt-lined  box,  and  included  an  encapsulated  coin  representative  of  what  the  totally  defaced  coin  die  had  produced  during 
its  working  life.  These  were  first  offered  in  1998,  for  the  Cent,  Five  Cent,  Dime  and  Quarter  Dies.  The  issue  price  was  $29.95  for 
the  Cent  set,  $39.95  for  the  "Nickel"  Die,  $34.95  for  the  Dime  and  $34.95  for  the  Quarter  Die  set.  According  to  the  United  States 
Mint  1998  Holiday  Catalog,  to  "prevent  unauthorized  reproduction  of  United  States  coinage,  the  die's  original  striking  surface 
images  have  been  removed  by  U.S.  Mint  personnel  in  conformance  with  security  procedures  governing  die  disposition."  Each  of 
the  1998  cancelled  coin  dies  were  subject  to  a  "worldwide  limit,"  with  2,220  for  the  1998  Quarter,  2,920  for  the  Dime,  1 ,300  for 
the  Five  Cent,  and  4,445  for  the  1 998  cancelled  Cent  dies.  The  lower  number  of  dies  available  for  the  "Nickel"  die  apparently  was 
the  rationale  for  the  slightly  higher  “ask”  price  for  that  specific  die. 

Starting  in  1999  the  Mint  offered  die  sets  from  each  of  the  50  State  Quarter  Dies  at  $34.95.  There  have  been  no  die  sets 
offered  by  the  mint  since  the  cessation  of  the  50  State  Quarter  series.  The  1995-1996  Olympic  dies  were  the  first  and  the 
last  offered  of  any  of  the  numerous  non-circulating  commemorative  coin  programs.  All  subsequent  dies  that  have  been  sold, 
unlike  the  Olympic  commemorative  dies  of  1995-1996,  had  surfaces  that  were  totally  sheared  off,  so  that  no  detail  remained 
of  the  coin  design.  The  Mint  has  not  offered  any  defaced  coin  dies  since  the  conclusion  of  the  50  State  Quarter  program. 
Even  when  these  programs  were  offered,  the  vast  majority  of  dies  produced  and  used  at  the  various  United  States  Mint  facil¬ 
ities  were  routinely  defaced  and  then  recycled  as  scrap.  Some  of  these  totally  defaced  dies  have  escaped  the  smelter  and 
are  sometimes  included  among  the  offerings  of  dealers  that  deal  with  the  more  esoteric  numismatic  material. 

Thus,  the  cancelled  dies  of  the  1995-1996  Olympic  commemorative  One  and  Five  Dollar  coins  occupy  a  unique  niche  from  any¬ 
thing  the  United  States  Mint  has  either  previously  or  subsequently  offered.  Not  surprisingly,  because  of  the  unique  nature  of  the 
commemorative  Olympic  coin  offering,  cancelled  United  States  Olympic  commemorative  coin  dies  are  not  only  scarce,  but  the 
acquisition  of  the  dies  make  them  a  fascinating  and  challenging  collector  pursuit.  Acquiring  a  complete  set  of  the  dies  can  be 
quite  a  quest.  Only  eight  complete  sets,  consisting  of  all  ten  One  Dollar  dies  and  all  twelve  proof  and  uncirculated  Five  Dollar  dies 
are  possible  because  only  eight  of  the  1995  Torch  Runner  proof  dies  were  ever  sold.  But,  a  collector  can  focus  on  one  denom¬ 
ination,  such  as  the  Dollar,  or  assemble  a  type  set  of  the  Five  Dollar  dies  (including  a  mixture  of  Proof  and  business  strike-qual¬ 
ity  dies),  or  simply  acquire  a  set  consisting  of  one  obverse  and  one  reverse  die  for  a  particular  coin. 

Conclusion 

The  Quality  Bullion  “restrikes”  of  the  Olympic  “Track  and  Field”  commemorative  Dollar  obverse  design,  along  with  the 
unique  medal  reverse  design,  is  the  latest  and  perhaps  most  unique  offering  to  the  general  public  since  the  initial  sale  of 
the  cancelled  Olympic  coin  dies  in  1997.  The  2013  medal  restrikes,  numbering  less  than  fifty  sets  sold  to  the  public,  are 
a  desirable  and  interesting  collectible  in  their  own  right.  The  publicly  sold  cancelled  Olympic  coin  dies,  first  offered  over 
eighteen  years  ago,  are  relatively  elusive  and  are  a  challenging  collection  to  acquire  as  well.  With  a  unique  history,  mod¬ 
ern  rarity,  and  sheer  uniqueness,  the  cancelled  Olympic  dies  are  a  worthy  addition  to  any  collection. 

The  following  charts,  from  records  provided  by  the  United  States  Mint,  show  the  relative  scarcity  of  each  of  these  dies.

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The  Best  Secured  Coin  Shows  for  2013

Clifton,  Virginia— Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth  of  the  Butternut  Company  has  announced  the  annual  selection  of 
“The  Best  Secured  Coin  Shows  for  year  2013.”  COL  Ellsworth  has  personally  attended  nearly  40  coin 
shows  and  conventions  during  2013  where  he  pays  particular  attention  and  evaluates  the  various  types  of 
security  that  are  provided  to  both  dealers  and  the  public.  In  addition,  he  receives  numerous  reports  from 
across  the  nation  from  coin  dealers,  collectors,  and  crime-incident  reports  from  the  media  and  law  enforce¬ 
ment  sources.  This  is  the  17th  year  a  report  and  a  list  has  been  named. 

“Last  year  in  my  report  I  predicted  that  due  to  our  near  stagnate  economy  crimes  perpetrated  by  criminals 
would  escalate  and  unfortunately  this  has  come  to  fruition"  COL  Ellsworth  stated.  During  2013  we  had  sever¬ 
al  violent  home  invasions  and  robberies  of  coin  collectors  and  dealers,  several  at  gunpoint.  Along  with  these 
violent  crimes  we  still  had  nearly  one  a  month  of  road-side  thefts  and  robberies.  In  addition  we  had  several 
armed  robberies  and  assaults  that  resulted  in  several  in-store  shootings.  Some  may  have  occurred  due  to 
dealer/collector  lapses  or  lack  of  their  own  security  procedures,  but  some  are  for  economic  gain  or  in  support¬ 
ing  illicit  drug  activities. 

Our  2014  economy  will  likely  be  a  repeat  for  criminal  endeavors.  We  are  all  very  lucrative  targets  for  the  crim¬ 
inal,  especially  since  our  hobby  is  advertised  in  so  many  local  publications,  as  well  as  road  signs  offering  to 
buy  gold  and  coins.  "As  predicted  several  dealers  and  collectors  were  virtually  wiped-out  and  have  terminat¬ 
ed  their  business's  with  some  collectors  quitting  the  hobby,”  reported  COL  Ellsworth. 

In  response  more  and  more  dealers  and  collectors  have  rushed  out  and  purchased  a  gun(s)  and  applied  for 
a  concealed  weapon  permit  (CCW)  for  their  state.  Most  have  done  so  without  any  thought  to  serious  educa¬ 
tion  and  training.  As  a  Advanced  Certified  NRA  Instructor  I  would  advise  against  this  approach.  Unless  the  indi¬ 
vidual  involved  is  committed  to  continuous  firearm  instruction  and  training  they  are  not  only  putting  themselves 
at  risk,  but  those  around  them.  Many  of  us  took  a  driving  class  at  15  or  16  years  old  in  order  to  get  our  driv¬ 
ers  license.  Then  many  made  the  mistake  that  we  were  "good  for  life".  Unfortunately  concept  costs  countless 
thousands  of  highway  deaths  each  year.  Owning  and  carrying  a  firearm  requires  even  more  responsibility  and 
a  commitment  than  driving  a  car.  It  requires  continuous  serious  instruction  and  training  to  maintain  proficien¬ 
cy.  This  is  not  accomplished  by  "a  friend  who  is  a  cop",  or  "my  neighbor  was  in  the  military"  taking  you  out  and 
punching  holes  in  paper  or  shooting  at  bottles.  It  is  only  accomplished  by  proper  training  from  a  professional 
firearms  instructors.  Like  in  sports  such  as  tennis  or  golf,  shooting  is  a  perishable  skill.  But  unlike  a  sport  where 
errors  cost  you  the  game,  errors  in  shooting  could  cost  you  a  legal  nightmare  or  even  a  life.  Unless  you  are 
willing  to  take  the  time  and  spend  the  money  for  training,  I  would  advise  not  making  a  firearm  part  of  your  secu¬ 
rity  plan. 

Recognizing  this  dilemma,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  has  made  a  bold  proactive  step  by  offering 
an  in-depth  4-day  security  course  during  their  Colorado  Springs,  Summer  Seminar  Sessions.  The  course  was 
titled  "Think  Like  A  Thief:"  Security  for  Dealers  and  Collectors.  The  course  will  be  taught  by  Doug  Davis  of 
Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center,  Sgt.  Scott  Morgan  a  Pima  County  Deputy  Sheriff  and  COL  Steven 
Ellsworth,  ret.  The  course  walks  through  development  of  a  Security  Plan  or  reviews  and  updates  existing 
plans.  This  course  fills  the  proficiency  requirements  for  most  states  CCW  permits.  I  would  highly  recommend 
it  for  dealers  and  for  firms  to  send  a  representative.  In  addition,  Doug  Davis  continues  to  give  seminars  to 
Federal,  State,  County  and  Local  law  enforcement  officers  and  how  better  to  investigate  numismatic  crimes.

As  I  have  continuously  advised  for  over  20  years,  the  single  greatest  risk  to  a  dealer  or  collector  is  after  a 
show.  It  does  not  matter  if  you  are  loading  your  vehicle  at  the  convention  site  or  being  followed  while  on  the 
road,  you  have  been  observed  and  possible  targeted  by  thieves  or  been  singled  out  by  random  opportunity 
criminals.  Dealers  or  collectors  should  never  leave  their  coins  in  an  unintended  vehicle,  this  is  rule  number 
one.  If  this  simple  rule  in  not  written  in  your  own  security  plan,  then  you  are  giving  an  open  invitation  to  being 
a  victim  of  a  crime.  "Why  is  it  that  this  concept  so  difficult  to  grasp  and  is  seldom  followed  by  so  many  victims 
of  theft?  And  importantly,  a  plan  that  is  not  written  is  only  an  idea.  Defiantly  a  mistake  as  to  your  own  safety 
and  security"  Ellsworth  lamented.

Very  few  dealers  and  even  fewer  collectors  spend  the  time  and  money  needed  to  actually  minimize  the  risks 
associated  with  our  hobby,  and  even  fewer  take  the  effort  to  train  for  it.  It  is  important  to  realize  that  security 
is  an  individual’s  own  responsibility  and  not  that  of  a  show  promoter,  sponsors,  the  police  or  government.  It  is 
up  to  every  dealer  and  serious  collector  to  have  a  written  plan  on  how  they  will  handle  the  array  of  security 
threats.  Many  dealers  tell  me  they  are  real  careful  when  they  are  transporting  coins.  To  which  I  ask,  what  is 
your  plan  if  this  or  that  threat  occurs?  In  nearly  all  cases  they  have  not  thought  that  far  ahead  and  have  no 
idea  what  they  will  do.  Their  plan  they  say  will  evolve  by  their  SOP  (seat  of  the  pants)  but  in  reality  they  most 
likely  will  be  like  a  deer  in  the  headlights  if  they  are  confronted  with  a  theft.  The  usual  response  afterwards  is 
"I  could  not  believe  this  was  happening  to  me". 

All  shows  listed  below  were  actually  attended  by  our  company  or  our  representative.  Our  list  is  slightly  small¬ 
er  this  year.  More  shows  and  promoters  are  taking  the  safety  of  the  exhibiters  and  attendees  more  seriously, 
but  most  still  do  not  prosecute  shoplifters.  Simply  throwing  a  shoplifter  out  of  a  show  creates  an  incentive  to 
repeat  their  crimes  and  for  others  to  follow  suit.  It  is  time  consuming  and  expensive  however,  dealers  and 
bourse  chairs  must  take  on  the  burden  to  prosecute  an  offender.  And  as  a  final  note;  in  your  security  person¬ 
nel  briefing,  advise  them  to  stay  off  their  I-phones  and  cell  phones  when  working  and  to  limit  use  only  for  must 
answer  calls.  It  is  impossible  for  them  to  be  texting  and  still  be  vigilant  to  the  security  task  at  hand.  In  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  these  are  the  “The  Best  of  the  Best  in  Coin  Show  Security  for  2013.”  Our  only  objective  is 
always  to  keep  security  matters  on  the  "front  burner"  to  help  dealers  and  collectors  manage  the  risks  posed 
from  theft  or  worse”  said  Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth. 

•  American  Numismatic  Association  Worlds  Fair  of  Money  Show,  Chicago.  IL.  (Previously  named 
in  years  past)  They  do  it  right.  Security  was  continually  provided  by  uniformed  Police  and  plain  clothes  private 
security.  Security  was  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  All  security  officers  are 
tied  into  a  monitored  communication  net.  Registration  and  name  tags  were  required  for  all  attendees.  The  ANA 
staff  and  board  is  given  special  recognition  this  year  for  their  proactive  efforts  to  reduce  crime  and  improve  the 
safety  of  its  members  and  staff  and  the  entire  hobby  through  their  continued  educational  efforts.  Much  has 
gone  on  behind  the  scenes  that  the  public  may  never  know  or  see  but  the  efforts  of  the  ANA  are  beginning  to 
take  effect.  Never  in  the  previous  110  years  of  its  existence  has  the  ANA  actively  done  more  to  increase  the 
awareness  and  education  to  help  reduce  the  threat  of  crime  as  this  organization  has  and  deserves  to  be  com¬ 
mended. 


•  Bay  State  Coin  Show  (C4),  Marlboro  ,  MA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past).  The  show  is  at  a 
new  location  and  security  adjusted  quickly  to  the  changed  venue.  Security  is  continually  provided  by  a  private 
security  firm  and  several  off-duty  duty  law  enforcement.  Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during 
set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under  watchful  eyes  of  security  personnel.  Security  person¬ 
nel  continually  walk  the  show  floor  to  discourage  shoplifting.  All  security  officers  are  tied  into  a  monitored  com¬ 
munication  net.  A  registration  fee  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Association,  Dalton,  GA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past)  Security  is 
continually  provided  by  off-duty  uniformed  Walker  County  Sheriffs,  off  duty  GBI  agents  &  private  security. 
Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under 
watchful  eyes  of  security  personnel.  Security  personnel  continually  walk  the  show  floor  to  discourage  shoplift¬ 
ing.  Registration  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  Florida  United  Numismatist  Convention,  Orlando,  FL  (Previously  named  in  years  past)  Security 
is  provided  by  a  private  security  contractor  and  supplemented  by  numerous  off-duty  uniformed  Orange  County 
police.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Security  is  triple  layered  with 
uniformed,  plain  clothes  and  video  surveillance.  Parking  areas  are  also  patrolled  before,  during  and  following 
the  show.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees.  As  one  of  the  largest  shows  in  the  coun¬ 
try  they  always  set  a  good  example.  The  amount  of  resources  devoted  for  security  at  this  show  is  impressive.

•  Georgia  State  Numismatic  Association,  Dalton,  GA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past)  Security  is 
continual  provided  by  off-duty  uniformed  Walker  County  Sheriffs,  off  duty  GBI  agents  and  private  security. 
Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under 
watchful  security  personnel.  Security  personnel  continually  walk  the  show  floor  to  discourage  shoplifting. 
Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Numismatists  (PAN),  Monroeville,  PA.  (Previously  named  in  years 
past)  Security  is  provided  by  a  private  security  firm  wearing  distinctive  company  clothing  of  armed  personnel. 
Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Registration  and  nametags  were 
required  for  all  attendees.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under  watchful  eyes  of  security  personnel.  As  with  all 
shows,  collectors  and  dealers  leaving  the  watchful  eyes  of  show  security  must  immediately  implement  their 
own  individual  plan  on  their  remaining  travel  to  avoid  theft. 

•  Texas  Numismatic  Association,  Fort  Worth,  TX  Security  is  provided  by  Doug  Davis  of  Numismatic 
Crime  Information  Center  and  off  duty  Fort  Worth  Sheriff  Deputies.  Security  is  excellent  from  setup  to  break¬ 
down  with  both  uniform  and  plan  clothes  officers  keeping  constant  vigilance  of  the  bourse,  parking  areas, 
entrances  and  exits  of  the  facility.  Officers  are  well  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  weapons  and  equipment 
to  handle  most  any  incident.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  South  Carolina  State  Show,  Greenville,  SC.  (Previously  named  in  years  past ).  Security  is  provid¬ 
ed  by  South  Carolina  Constables  and  retired  South  Carolina  State  Troopers.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of 
the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown  and  is  continuous  during  the  show.  Officers  are  equipped  with  addi¬ 
tional  assault  weapons  and  equipment  at  night.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  Virginia  Beach  Coin  Show,  Virginia  Beach,  VA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past ).  Security  is  con¬ 
tinually  provided  by  uniformed  Virginia  Beach  Police.  Unloading  and  loading  of  the  convention  center  is 
observed  by  a  police  presence  and  provides  better  than  average  security  for  dealers  un-loading  and  loading. 
Several  of  the  officers  are  instructors  at  nearby  Academe  (formally  Blackwater)  where  security  is  a  religion. 
Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

•  Weyers  Cave,  VA.  (Previously  named  in  years  past ).  Security  is  provided  by  off-duty  plain  clothes  Augusta 
County  Sheriff’s  deputies.  Even  though  it  is  a  small  show  with  just  40  tables,  two  officers  are  present  during  the  show 
and  during  setup  and  breakdown.  Law  enforcement  personnel  continually  monitor  the  entrances,  loading  and  park¬ 
ing  areas.  It  is  noteworthy  that  even  in  small  shows,  security  can  be  taken  seriously. 

•  Whitman  Baltimore  Coin  &  Currency  Convention,  Baltimore,  MD.  (Previously  named  in  years 
past  ).  Security  is  continually  provided  by  private  security  and  uniformed  Baltimore  City  Police.  Unloading 
and  loading  is  in  a  gated  section  of  the  convention  center  and  provides  better  than  average  security  for  deal¬ 
ers  un-loading  and  loading.  All  security  officers  are  tied  into  a  monitored  communication  net.  Registration  and 
nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees.  This  show  has  grown  to  one  the  largest  in  the  country  and  their  secu¬ 
rity  has  adjusted  accordingly. 

COL  Steven  Ellsworth  is  a  retired  Army  Colonel  with  over  32  years  of  service.  His  many  assignments  include 
serving  in  the  Army's  elite  Rangers  and  Special  Forces  (Green  Berets)  and  in  addition  he  has  had  assignments 
as  a  Physical,  Intelligence  and  Communication  Security  Inspector.  He  has  received  highly  specialized  train¬ 
ing  in  anti-terrorist,  physical,  intelligence  and  personal  protective  security.  He  currently  is  a  full  time  coin  deal¬ 
er  and  a  collector  and  serves  on  several  numismatic  boards.  He  is  a  master  certified  NRA  instructor  and  has 
been  an  instructor  for  the  American  Numismatic  Association  during  the  Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs 
numerous  times  over  the  last  15  years.

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Canada’s  James  E.  Charlton 
Cherished  Diverse  Florida  Recollections 

By  H  Don  Allen,  FUN  Life  Member  #780 

James  E  (Jim)  Charlton,  Canada’s  outstanding  coin  cataloguer,  auctioneer,  and  marketer  nurtured  long-term  plans  for 
relatively  early  “retirement”  from  certainly  demanding  numismatic  commitments.  Jim  would  venture  with  Mary,  his  wife 
since  1945,  from  winters  of  Ontario  cold  and  snowbanks  to  Florida  quarters  where  January  could  mean  golf  courses  -- 
five  “holes  in  one,”  he  has  told  me  --  plus  the  numismatics  and  good  fellowship  that  he  rightly  identified  with  FUN. 

Judging,  interacting  at  social  events,  socializing  and  talking  shop  on  the  numismatic  bourse,  Jim  had  been  the  perfect 
ambassador  for  Canada  and  its  “Coin”  hobby,  a  teacher  at  heart,  and  ever  willing  to  share  knowledge  and  ethical  per¬ 
spectives  -  in  a  word,  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

I  first  met  Jim  years  -  decades  --  ago  on  an  important  occasion  which  found  him  truly  in  his  element,  quietly,  efficiently 
auctioning  numismatic  lots  at  Ottawa’s  Chateau  Laurier.  The  event  was  the  1958  Canadian  convention,  and  I  bid  suc¬ 
cessfully  on  a  dual-date  Newfoundland  dollar  note,  an  attractive  bill  that  I’m  unllikely  otherwise  to  have  acquired.  It 
remains  carefully  preserved  in  our  foot-locker-style  safety  deposit  box,  along  with  a  half-century  of  other  paper  acquisi¬ 
tions. 

Jim  Carlton,  the  cataloguer  and  coin  column  contributor  I  foud  to  have  been  with  words  and  ideas,  a  meticulous  crafts¬ 
man,  seeking  and  finding  hte  best  phrasing  and  making  his  points  admirably  clear.  On  occasion,  Jim  would  invite  my 
help  or  support  on  a  writing  project,  which  I  deemed  it  to  be  a  privilege  to  provide. 

Then,  in  the  1990’s,  Jim  told  me  that  he  would  like  me  to  consider  chronicling  his  lifetime  numismatic  and  related  adven¬ 
tures.  He  would  provide  the  necessary  materials,  and  of  course  approve  the  final  result.  Wiliam  K  (Bill)  Cross,  published 
of  Charlton  Press  compilations  and  of  well-accepted  references  on  numismatic  and  related  areas,  would  take  in  the  print¬ 
ing  and  initial  distribution  -  which  was  the  case.  The  Ivis  incorporation  of  Jim’s  illustrations,  and  the  excellence  of  tabu¬ 
lations  and  of  detailed  listings  turned  out  to  be  a  great  “plus”  to  working  with  Bill  and  his  relevantly  experienced  “cata¬ 
logue”  staff. 

As  it  happened,  Coinman  to  Canadians  had  been  the  title  I  had  used  for  the  authorized  biography  as  it  neared  comple¬ 
tion,  and  was  to  be  the  title  with  which  it  went  to  press. 

For  readers  in  and  around  Florida,  I  trust  that  Florida  United  Numismatists  has  a  library  copy  of  Coinman  to  Canadians: 
I  spoke  with  ANA  recently  and  they  most  likely  would  have. 

I  well  recall  phrases  with  which  Jim  asked  me  to  conclude  the  book:  “I  do  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all,  individuals 
and  groups,  who  have  contributed  and  supported  me  in  whatever  success  I  may  have  attempted  or  achieved”. 

Florida  readers  who  leaf  through  Coinman  illustrations  will  find  Jim  in  the  company  of  such  as  Colonel  Grover  C.  Criswell, 
Virginia  Culver,  and  John  J.  Pttman.  Jim’s  customers  (buying  and/or  selling)  and  partivularly  prominent  hobby  leaders: 
as  well  as  government  and  mint  officials  and  collaborators  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  -  plus  a  host  of  Canadians 
within  and  outside  the  hobby. 

I  best  remember  Jim  as  an  outstanding  vorrespondent  -  we  wrote  or  phoned  far  more  frequently  than  we  met.  It  was 
perhaps  fitting,  therefore,  that  it  was  an  Ontario  resident  in  a  specialized  field  of  Canadian  numimsatics,  an  editor,  who 
alerted  me  that  Jim’s  health  had  been  failing.  Jim  passed  away  in  the  Hamilton,  Ontario  hospital  on  the  morning  of  Friday, 
October  20,  in  his  103rd  year,  as  the  Toronto  Star  expressed  it.  Jim  was  survived  by  Mary,  age  101 ,  his  wife  of  68  years; 
a  son,  James  R,  and  his  wife;  and  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren.  I  note  that  the  Toronto  Star,  the  paper  which 
had  employed  him  as  stationary  engineer,  on  his  return  from  Chalk  River  and  wartime  Northern  ntarion,  had  Jim’s  obitu¬ 
ary  headed,  “Coinman  to  Canadians.” 

Jim  will,  of  course,  be  greatly  missed  in  the  meeting  rooms  and  on  the  numismatic  bourses  of  Canada,  and  of  Florida 
State....  although  his  memory  should  remain  for  generations  wherever  hobbyists  reflect  upon  sue  as  collector  ethics  and 
aspects  of  numismatic  collegiality
